Having thus taken Notice of moſt things Re.

the ſilver Tongues of the 1ngenious company that 


frequent this noted Manſion, might inſpire us with 


ſuch a Genivs, as would better fit the Perfection of 
our Renovated Clay, now Purg'd of all Impurities, 
being render'd proper Receptacles, for the moſt diſ- 
cerning and Poetick Spirits. Accordingly up Stairs 
we went, and found much Company, and but little 
Talk; as if every one remember'd the old Proverb, 
That a cloſe Mouth makes a Wiſe Head: And ſo en- 
deavour'd by his Silence, to be counted a Man of 
Judgment, rather than by Speaking to ſtand the 
Cenſure of ſo many Criticks, and run the hazard 
of loſing that Character, which by holding of his 
Tongue he might be in hopes of gaining. We Shuf⸗- 
fled thro? this moving Crowd of Philoſophical Mutes, 
to the other end of the Room, where three or tour 
Vits of the Upper Claſs, were Rendezvouz?®d at a 
Table, and were diſturbing the Aſhes of the Old- 
„Poets, by perverting their Senſe, and making ſtrange 
Allegories and Alluſions never Dreamt or Thought 
on by the Authors: Whereby they excuſed ſome 
Faults, which were really the {lips or over; ſights of 
the Poet; but made others ſo very groſs, thro? Pre- 
judice and Miſconſtruction, that none but Critics 
ot very little Judgment, or very much ill-Nature, 

could have wreſted the Senſe of Words, ſo much ta 
the Injury of him that Writ em. When they had 
thow*d their Learning, as they thought, by Ar- 
nigning and Condemning many of the Old Roman

Muſes, they condeſcended ſo low as ta call ſome of 
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our Modern Poets to ſtand the Teſt of their All. 
Judging Opinions; upon whom, in brief, they con- 
ter'd theſe Characters. One was a Man of great 
Fudgement, Learning, and Fancy, but of no Principle, 
Another was one that had Vrit- well, and could 
Write well, but would not Write, A Third never 
Writ but One Good Thing in his Life, and that he 
Recanted. A Fourth had a Poetical Talent, but 
was hid under a Philoſophical Buſhel. A Fifth was 
2 good Latin Poet, but had Sacrific'd his Muſe to 
Bacchus, inſtead of Dedicating her to Apollo. A 
Sixth had got a great deal of Credit by Writing 
of Plays; but loft it all by Defending the Stage. A 

| Seventh had got ſome Reputation by turning of 
Old Ditties into New Songs; but loft it all by turn- 
ing a Spaniſh Romance into an Engliſh Stage. Play. An 
Eighth had got Honour by a Dull Poem, which bis 
Brother Medicus envy*d, and Vow'd he'd out - do 
him in Verſe, as he hop'd alſo to be Knighted. Thus 
the Carping Momus's proceeded according to the 
Critics Cuſtom, never to let any thing, tho? well 
perform'd, Eſcape their Scrutiny, to the diſcovery 
of ſome colourable Fault; nor any Character 
paſs their Lips, tho? of the worthieſt Perſons in the 
World, without being tag'd with ſome Calumny 
or other, on purpoſe to Eclipfe the brightneſs of 
thoſe Vertues, for which they are chiefly Eminent. 
And it may generally be obſerv'd of thoſe who de- 
Hght in Criticiſm, That they are ſo curious in ha- 
ving the Maiden-head of an Error, that if a bettex 
udgment finds a Fault, which has had the good 
ortune to eſcape his Cenſure, he will, if it be poſ- 
fible, find out a Salve for that Sore, and jultifie ths 
Author ever here-after in that Particular; and 
will make it appear there is more Senſe lies hid in 
thoſe Words, than in all the Book beſides, tho he 
Knows what he Defends to be Arrant Nonſenſe ; being 
-Blually ſo Conceited of his own Judgment, that — 
7 R ther 
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ther than acknowledge he had over-look'd an Er- $ 
ror, he will Juſtifie it not to be ſo : And of fuch a 
fort of Critick, of which there are Hundreds in 
this Town, as well as ſome at the nezt Table, I 
think it very proper in this place to give a Cha- 
rater. Accordingly I Dictated, and my Friend Writ. 


A Modern CKITICK, 


Is a Compound of ſome Learning, little Judg- 
ment, leſs Wit, much Conceit, and abundance of 
Ill- Nature: Who wanting true Merit, aims to raiſe 
a Reputation, not by his own Performances, but 
by others Failings; which he takes more Pleaſure 
to Expoſe, than he does to Mend: And Reads an 
Author as much in ſearch of his Faults, as a Wife 


Man does of his Knowledge. Whoever Speaks La- 


tin in his Company, muſt be as watchful of his 
Words, as a Prince of his Actions; for if once he 
breaks Priſcians Head he muſt be forced to break 
the Critics too , or elſe ſuffer himſelt to be Baited 
as bad as the Thger at the Cock-Pit. True Spelling 
and Pointing, he admires as the chief Ornaments 
of a Poem; and always minds the Senſe much leſa 
than the Orthography. When ever he Repeats any 
Grave Verſe, he has more Turns in his Voice, and 
Changes in his Countenance, than a Young Prea- 
cher in his Sermon upon Death and Judgment. And 
when he Reads a Tragedy, he out- Mouths a Play- 
er, and corrects the Stage with his Extravagant 
Geſtures. Whoever talks of an Author within his 
Reading, ſhall be ſure to be attack d with-thofe 
Places that remain doubtful and Obſcure; which 
Riddles he Expounds and tenders as Plain (if you 
depend upon his Judgment) as' that the Candle 
Eat the Cat, or the Coach draws the Horkes ; and 
would not give a Farthing to underſtand any 
thing. but Difficulties, which had puzzled muck | 
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Wiſer Heads than his own to truly find the mean- il it 
ing of. He's a Man that ſeldom Writes any thing; fh 
but when he does, is fo very nice, that it's carryd 0 
as often to the Corrector, as a Lady's Stays, or a 41 
Bean's Coat to the Taylor, before the Tyrography Ill 0! 
and Orthography is according to his Judgment, 2. 
His Talk is uſually like a Maze or Labyrinth, for I 
none but himſelf has the Clue to find the Begin. f. 
ning and Ending of his Tedious Comments, with Wl 1 
which, in all Companies, he is very Troubleſome. Il © 
Whenever he undertakes to Reconcile an Abſurdi. Il £ 
ty, or Expound a Myſtry, he uſually does it with t 
as much -ſucceſs as Phyſicians when they Labour li 
to unfold the Nature of ſuch Medicines to the Pa- 0 
tient which work by Occult Qualities, only tire N c 
their Ears with a few uncommon Words, which 
ſerve among Fools as well as an Intelligable Exph- 
cation. He is one that is not Wiſez but would ve- 
ry fain be thought ſo 5 and takes as much Pains 
1 to lit a Straddle upon other Mens Shoulders, as 
* would raiſe his Reputation to twice the height, had 
he Wiſdom enough to apply the ſame Induſtry to 
a better purpoſe. His Head is a meer Houſe of 
3 Correction, his Brians are the Regiſter of other Mens 
5 Faults, and his Tongue the Unmerciful Scourge that 
5 Puniſhes them. He is the Store- Houſe of other 
Mens Infirmities, where ſeldom any thing is laid up 
but what the Authors are aſham'd off. They are 
the meer Vaſps of the Age, who are furniſh'd with 

_ unlucky Stings, but yield no Honey. | 

Says my Friend, You have deviated much from 
the Character of a true Critick, whoſe buſineſs in 
the Roman time, was to Judge the Actions and 
Works of Men, deliver'd to the Publick, by Hifto- 
rians, Poets, Philoſophers, and the like; to examine 
the Probability, and the Reaſonableneſs of former 
Tranſactions, as they are handed down to us by 
our Anceſtors, to prevent their Impoſition = Po- 
* ; Itexit i 
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ferity z and to enquire into the Truth and Uſe- 

fulneſs of all ſorts of Learning, and report their 

Opinions to the World accordingly z to expound 

and give their beſt Senſe of all Ambiguities and 

obſcure Paſſages, which they find in any Author 

and theſe were very Commendable and Serviceable 

Taſks: But yours is ſuch a Coniwobble of 2 Cri- 

tick, I know not what ro make of him. Why then 

711 tell you, ſaid I, I give not this as the Chara- 

cer of a Real Critick, but ſuch a fort of a Mungril 

Critick, as he that you heard talk juſt now, who 

takes a Pride in nothing but Snapping and Snar- 

ling at the little Slips, and unavoidable Failings 
of Authors, much beneath the Notice of any Judi- 
cious and Good-Natur'd Reader; and would Die, 
were it not that theſe Petty Students in Syntax, 
who handle Mens Faults in Company, as a Jugler 

does his Balls, till they have made as many as they 
pleaſe of em, and think they cannot give greater 
Demonſtrations of their Learning, than in Publick 
to diſparage ſuch Perſons, who have ten times the 
Parts of themſelves, fooliſhly believing what ever 
they detract from others, they add to their own 
Reputationz and fancy every Stain or Blemiſh 
they can give to an Ingenuous Mans Character, is 
2 heighthening of their own Merit. Theſe are the 
Perſons of whom I have given this rough Sketch, 
who are only Cavillers, or Pretenders to Crzticrſm, 
and know nothing of the Matter. Nay, ſays my 
Friend, if it be thoſe you aim at, you have ſaid 
leſs than they deſerve. I have obſerv'd, ſince I have 
fat here, I have heard thoſe Gentlemen Judge very 
ſeverely of ſome Modern Authors, who have not 
only Merited, but Enjoy a general Approbation

Witty and Intelligible Mr. Andrew, he begins 3 
Tale of a Tub, which he illuſtrates with abundance 
of ugly Faces, and mimical Actions ; for in that 
lay the chief of the Comedy, with which the Ga- 
zers ſeem'd moſt to be affected. Between theſe two, 
the Clod-1knlV'd Audience were Iugg'd by the Ears 
for an hour; the Apes blundering over ſuch à par- 
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taken Pleaſure at any of their empty Drollery, the 
Inſipid neſs of which, oecaſion'd my Friend to think, 
that ever ſince the Andrew was Whipp'd for Singe- 
ing his Pig with Exchequer Notes, and Roafting him 
with Tallies, it has made St. Bartholomew Tlters 
afraid of being Witty, for fear of Difobliging the 
Government. For, ſays he, this is the dulleſt Stuff 
that ever was Spew'd amongſt the Rabble, ſince 
Heaven made em Fools, or ever any ſuch Coxcomb 
in a Blue Donblet undertook to prove them ſo.

ber Shapes, whoſe Shoulders were of an A4tlas-Built;

mak d as: ſhe Danc'd like two Quaking Puddings, 
banding to a Table in one Dith. Her Thighs as 
Fleſhy as a Barron of Beef; and were ſo much too 
bg tor her Body 2 that they look d as Gquty 2s ths 
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Pillars in St. Paul's : Her Legs were as ſtrong as a 
Chairmans, her Calves being as round and as hard 
as a Foot-Ball; the ſwelling of the Muſcles ftretch- 
ing the Skin as Tort as the Head of a new brac'd 
Drum.

Maid, (as they tile her in their Bill) with a great 


Belly, who does ſuch wonderful pretty things up- 
on the Rope, having ſuch Proportion in her Limb 
and ſo much Modeſty in her Countenance, that, f 
vow, it was as much as ever I could do to forbear 
wiſhing my ſelf in Bed with her. She as much 
out- Danc'd the reſt, as a Grey - Hound will out-run 
a Hedge Hog, having ſomething of a Method in 
her Steps, Air in her Carriage, moving with an 
Obſervancy of Time, playing with her Feet, as if 
aflifted with the Wings of Mercury. And thus muchr 
further I muſt needs ſay in her Behalf, that if ſhe 
be but as nimble between the Sheets, as ſhe is upon 
a Rope, ſhe muſt needs be one of the beſt Bedfellows 
in England. Then Doctor Cozen-Bumpkin mounts 
the Slack-Rope, and after he had lain down and 
ſmung himſelf a Quarter of an Hour in his Hempen 
Hammock, he comes down, believing he had done 
wonderful things; Honours the Mob with a Graci- 
ous Nod, flips on his Night-Gown to prevent catch- 
ing Cold, and then up ſteps the Negro to the top of 
the Booth, and began to play at Swing Swang 
with a Rope, as if the Devil were in her, hangin 
ſometimes by a Hand, ſometimes by a Leg, an 
ſometimes by her Toes ; ſo that I found, let her do 
what ſhe would, Providence, or Deſtiny, would by 
no means ſuffer the Rope to part with her. T 


Scene being ended, they proceeded to the Conclu- 


fion of their Entertainment, the Tumbling z. which, 
indeed, was very admirable, to think that Uſe 
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give that Flexibility and Pliableneſs to the Joynts, 
Nerves, Sinews, and Muſcles, as to make a Man 


capable of. exerting himſelf after ſo Miraculous 2 


manner. I could not but conceive it poſſible, from 
the ſtrangeneſs of their Tricks, to bring up a Child, 
by Practice, to Jump firſt off a Brick, than two, ſo 
on to a Story, and at laſt from the top of the Aonu- 
ment, wit hout catching any more harm than a Cat. 


When we had ſeen all, and the Maſter of the Revel: 


had bid us Welcome, my Friend aſk'd me how I 
Iik'd it? Truly, ſaid I, as for the Tumbling I am 
mightily pleas d with it; but as for the Dancing, I 
have ſeen that in the Country perform'd by Monkeys. 

The Spectators being diſpatch'd with a hearty 
Welcome, we ſqueez'd out of the Door as cloſe as a 


Thimble full of Shot out of the Barrel of a Bird- 


ing Piece; and inſtead of avoiding a Crowd, we 


were got out of the Frying-Pan into the Fire: 
Amongſt whoſe Confuſed Hummings nothing was 
diſtinguiſhably heard, but the ſhrill Cries of Nuts 
and Damſans. Thinking it the Prudenteſt way to 
take new Sanctuary as ſoon as we could, we Joſt. 
led into a Booth, where was to be ſeen a Dwarf 
Comedy, Sir-Nam'd a Droll, which moſt commonly 
proves as wonderful a Monſter as any's to be ſeen 
in the Fazr. It was under the Title of that Curſe 
of a Companion, The Devil of a Wife, which occa- 
fhon'd me to look round the Audience, to examine 
whether there was the ſame mixture of Sexes as is 
Cuſtomary at ſuch ſort of Entertainments ; but 


found quite contrary to what may be uſually 


obſerv'd, that there were ten Men to one Woman: 
The Sex, as I ſuppoſe, being highly diſtaſted at 


the Title of the Farce, that they thought it 


greatly inconſiſtent with their Eaſe and Intereſt, 
to encourage ſuch a Publick Diſhonour done to the 
Authority of Tirmagants, who they account are the 
only Amazons of Spirits, who ſupport and Suns 
a » \ : * .

the Reaſonable Priviledges of their Sex from the 
Uſurpation and Encroachments of the Huſband, 
to the great Abuſe and Violation of the wholeſome 
Laws of Matrimony, as they were long ſince ſet- 
tled by that Reverend Aſlembly of Grave Matrons 
the Parliament of Woman.. The Booth notwith- 
ing was pretty full, but of Men chiefly, who had 
the Plain-Dealing Looks of good Sober Citizens, 
and I believe happen'd moſt of them to be Enſlav d 
under Petticoat-Goverment, and came hither to 
learn how to Tame a Shrew, and recover into their 
own hands the Power and Authority of their Fore- 
Fathers, which they had in vain ſurrender'd to 
their Wives upon the Terms and Conditions of 
Peace and Quietneſs. | | 

By the time my Friend and I had Crack'd a 
Quart of Fill-Birds; and Eat each of us two Pen- 
ny-worth of Burgamy Pears, to keep our ſelves from 
Idleneſs, the Minſtrels Scratching over a Conciſe 
piece of Unintelligible Diſcord, calPd a Flouriſþ 
the Curtain was drawn up, and the Strutting Re- 
preſentatives began their Foolery : At whole per- 
tormances, I confeſs, I was wonderfully pleas'd; for 
every thing was done to ſuch a Perfection of Un- 
coothneſs that had ſo many Puppits,made of Sticks 
and Clouts, been but qualifi d with Speech, we could 
not have Laugh'd more heartily at their awkward 
and ridiculous Imitation; every one looking, not- 
withſtanding his Dreſs, like what he really was, 
and not like what he repreſented z; that I fancy'd 
all the while they where Playing I head ſome of 
em crying Flag-Brooms, ſome Knives to Grind, and 
others Chimney-Sweep ; whilſt their Ladies were ma- 
king up the Conſort with Buy my Cucumbers to Pickle ; 
and, Here's your rare Holland Socks, four Pair for a 
Willing : For I am certain they had accuſtom'd 
heir Voices to ſome ſuch Cries, that had begot in 
their Speeche ſuch unalterable Tones, that they 
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are no more able to play a part without giving a 
reliſh of their Calling, than a Fanatick Parſon is 
able to tell a Story in his Pulpit without Humming 
and Hawing. The whole Entertainment was the 
ſtrangeſt Hodge Podge that ever was Jumbled toge- 
ther; and is an excellent Farce to pleaſe an Audi- 
ence of ſuch Fools, who are apt to ad mire that 
molt which they leaſt underſtand: For I'Il engage 
they find it a piece of puzzle that is harder to ex- 
pound, than one of Patridge's Riddles, or Mother 
 Shipton's Prophecies. We were forced to make our 
Patience as long as their Play, being wedg'd in on 
both ſides, as cloſe as a couple of City Cuckolds in 
Guild-Hall at a Lord Mayors Election; till at laſt 
they made an end as abruptly, as they began fool- 
ihly; and let down the Curtain, which cut off 
the Communication betwen our Eyes and their 
Actions: So, with the reft of the Crowd, we from 
hence departed. f 

Having treſpaſs'd, like Miſers, too far upon Na- 
true; and ſpent moſt part of the day without gi- 
ving our Bodies that Refreſhment which was re- 
quiſite to enliven our Spirits, and preſerve Health, 
we, after a ſhort conſultation, agreed to gratifie our 
Importunate Appetites with a quarter of a Pig, on 
purpoſe to be Fools in Faſhion; in order to accom- 
pliſh our Deſign, with a great deal of Elbow-La- 
bour, and much Sweating we ſcrambled throf the 
Throng, who came pouring into the Fair from all 
adjacent Streets; ecah Stream of Rabble contend- 
ing to repel the Force of its Op oſite Current, wha 
were ſtriving, like Tide an — to overcome 


each other. At laſt, with as much difficulty as a 
Hunted Buck gets thro' a Food with his Horn on, 
by Inch and Inch, we gained He- Corner, where 
Cooks ſtood dripping at their Doors, like their 
Roaſted Swines Fleſh at their Fires ; with painful 
Induſtry each ſetting forth with an Audible * 
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the Choice and Excellency of his Fig and Pork, 
which were running as merrily round upon the 
spit, as if they were ſtriving who ſhould be firſt 
Roaſted. Some Pigs hanging upon Tenters in the 
Shop-Windows, as big as large Spantels, half Bak'd 
by the Sun-Beams ; and look'd as Red as the Thighs 
of a Country Milk Wench in a Froſty Morning. 
Aſter we had gaiz'd round us, to examine what 
Cook was moſt likely to accommodate our Stomachs 
with good Entertainment, at laſt we agreed to ſtep 
into a large Shop, where we had great expectancy 
of tollerable Meat, and cleanly Uſage; but had no 
ſooner enter'd the ſuffocating Kitchen, but a ſwin- 
ging fat Fellow, who was appointed Over-ſeex of 
the Roaſt, to keep the Pigs from Bliſtering, was 
ſtanding by the Spit in his Shirt, Rubbing of his 
Ears, Breaſt, Neck, and Arm-pits With the ſame 
Wet-Cloth which he apply'd to his Figs, which 
brought ſuch a Qualm over my Stomach, that I 
had much ado to keep the ſtuffing of my Guts from 
tumbling into the Dripping- Pan; ſo ſcowring out 
again thro' an Army of Flies, Incamp'd at the 
Door, in order to attack the Pig-Sauce, we defer'd 
our eating till a cleaplier opportunity.

Theſe 
were the chief of their CharaQers jumbled confu- 
ſedly together, with a Flying Shoulder of Mutton,

And 
vpon fu onfideratiol of the matter in Debate, 
we at Taft Arete to ſpend an Hour in a Muſick» Booth. 
In purſyztite” of our Defign, we preſs'd thro' the 
Crowd, till we croſs'd the Fair to the Norweſt-ſide 
where MCE. Hon ſes ftooti-ay' thick one by another, 
as Band Plouſes in Chick. Lane; and at every Door 
rw6 or three hanging Ig&k'U Scaramouches, who, ra- 
ther than to encourage People to walk in, were, as 
I imagm' c, a means rather to atiright 'em from 
2 for fear of having their Throats Cut, or ; 
their Pockets Pick'd. But however, hoping to fare 
as well as our Neighbours, we ventui'd into one b 
their Diabolical Academier, where we ſuppoſed all

were 1n other Taverns very difficult to be found : 
But met with ſuch Crowds in Oppoſition, ſome 
ſtriving for Enterance, and others for an Exit, that 
we were forc'd to Struggle as hard for our Admit- 
tance, as a couple of be-lated Beau: do to ſqueeze in- 
to the Pit, when the Girl is to Sing a new Bawdy- 
Song, or Dogget 1n Love for Love, is to Play Son Ben- 
jamin ; but at laſt, with no ſmall ſtriving, we ſhot the 
Entry into a Pav'd-Yard, where we waited as long 
for a Sight of the Carcaſe of the Beaſt, as a Gentle- 
man in Adverſity does for the Sight of a Great Man, 
when his Buſineſs is to Beg a Favour, or put him in 
mind of a Promiſe he never intended to perform. 
At laſt, in the Interchange of Comers and Goers, 
we ſlipt into the Kitchen, where about a Dozen of 
the moſt Eminent Fack-Winders in Fleet-Street, ſome 
in their Night-Caps and White» Aprons, like Hea- 
then Frieſts going to Kill the Sacrifice, others with 
their Sweaty Hair ty'd back in a black Liſt Gar- 
ter, that it might not hang in their Light, and hin- 
der them in the Performance of the difficult Taſk 
they had undertaken, which was to Spit this un- 
weildy Monſter, with ſuch Mathematical Judg- 
ment, that it ſhould run round by the help of a 
Tur»ſpit with as true a Poiſe, as the Sail of a Wind- 
mill in a freſh Gale: After they ip vain had woun- 
ded the Back of rhe Beef in ſundry Places, either an 
Ach- Bone, a Chine-Bone, a Blade-Bone, or a Rib, ſtan- 
dlng in their way, ſtill deny'd Entrance 74 
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Maſſy Weapon, that they Puff d and Blow'd like 
ſo many Cuffom Houſe Porters lifting at a Wool]- 
Pack; at laſt fitting down like a Jury of Inque| 
over a Dead Corps, they began to conſult of ſome 
new Meaſures, to force this Stubborn piece of Man's 
Meat into a Submiſſion of being Roaſted : At laſt 
one of the Burgeſſes of the Dripping-· Pan ſtarts up, 
and wiſely made this motion to the reſt of the grea- 
fie Brotherhood, My honeff Friends and Neighbour,, 
fince we the Profeſſors of, and Well-Wiſhers to the Nobl: 
Art of Cookery, are Aſſembled together in our proper 
Element, the Kitchen, upon this Solemn Occaſion, let un 
not be baffled by the Back-Bone of an Ox, but let us ftir 
up our Brains with the Fire- Fork of Underſtanding, 
and by the Flame of right Reaſon ; freſh Light to 
our Fudgments, that we may ſee to Spit this Pack-Sad- 
dle of * or the Reflections of the Town will put us al 
_ the Rack, and every Saucy Jack will tumble our 
eputation into the Dripping Pan. I therefore declare 
my Opinton is, That we forthwith ſend for my Meigb- 
bour Knockdowdy, the Smith, and his Man Thump, 
and by the Aſiftance of them and their Sledges, we may 
compleat our Taſe, in as little time as a Man may Boil 
an Egg, or Melt a Pound of Butter. Juſt as the whole 
Society of Lick-Fingers, had with great Applauſe 
very highly approv'd of their Brother Skimpot's Ad- 
vice, who ſhould Crowd into the Cooks Territories, 
but a Carpenter, Arm'd with a huge Mallet, as it 
Providence had ſent him purpoſely to their Aſſiſt- 
ance, who undertook to do more Work with his 
Wooden Weapon at one Blow, than all the Chole- 
rick Company of Unthinking Bunglers were able 
to do with their United Strength without him. 
This Speech gave 'em freſh Courage, ſo that every 
Epicurean Minion, ſtarted up as nimbly to his Bu- 
neſs, as a Maſter of Anatomy at Surgeons» Hall to a 
Diſſection, inſtead of the Spitting of a Dead Carcaſe. 
The Uaderlings of the Sweating Tribe were ap: 
SI pointed 
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that Day broke all the Kent · reet Merchants, who 
came by the Door, that the Handles of their Ware 
might be pointed into Skewers for his Beef, and the 
Broom be bound up into Bruſhes, not to Sell to his 
Cuſtomers, but to kindle that Monntainous Atna, at 
which this more aſtoniſhing Breakfaſt, than ever was 

ſeen in Heliogabalus's Kitchen, was to be Roaſted. 
When, with the Induſtry of all the Culenarian 
Crew, they had made a Thorough-fare for the Spit, 
from the Right Buttock of the Beaſt, to the Left 
Shoulder of the Non- reſiſting Morſel, ſuch Acclama- 
tions of Joy were Belch'd up by the Greaſie Under- 
takers, as would have daſh'd a Mob out of Counte- 
nance, that were Yelping out their Huzza's at a 
Gun- Powder-Treaſon, Bonfire; and he that was the 
chief Leader of ee of the Frying Pan. ſtrut- 
ted about the Kitchen with his Arms on Kimbo, 
Puffing and Swelling, like Dramcanſir, in the Rehear- 
ſal, after, with his own ſingle Hand, he had Slain a 
whole Army; crying out with a Majeſtical Voice, 
'Tis done ! Tis done! The mighty Deed is done! which 
Words were no ſooner ſpoke, but in comes Raggoe- 
Raicy, and after him a Neighbouring Brother Slo- 
ven, Chief Preſident of the Slab-Dabs, who ſeeing the 
Noble Duke of Canis Bubaline, truſs'd up to his good 
Behaviour on a Spit, containing as much Iron, as 
by Computation, would have made a Sheet- Anchor 
for one of Julius Ceſars Firſt Rates, when the whole 
Fleet rid in Holbourn-Ditch, upon his firſt Landing 
in London, fell into ſuch a wonderful Rage, to think 
they ſhould be ſo ſlighted, and not have timely Sum- 
mons to appear at ſo great a Solemnity, but loſe 
the Reputation of having any thing to do in fo re- 
markable an Adventure in their own proper Buſi- 
neſs, that they fell both into a mighty Paſſion with 
the Maſter of the Houſe, One Vowing Revenge to the 
Vintner for bis Sake, and that be would put no — 
* 
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Suck in bis Puddings for a Twelvs-month : The other 
Swearing, for add bo knew, he would uſe no more Cla 
ret in Fiſh-Sawce, as long as be Liv'd, but would male 
the Knaves as bumble to a Cook, as a Tip» flaff is to a 
Lord - Chief - Juſtice, if every Brother Coguus was but 

of his Mind, for the great Indignity he had put 
upon the Profeſſion, by Neglecting to invite, not 
only two ſuch Neighbours and Cuſtomers, but Men 
ſo Eminent in their Generation, for Conqueting all 
difficulties in the Noble Art of Cookery z who had 
Spit ſo many Chines, Barons, Sides, and Sir-Loins, 
and not to be at the l of His Grace the Duke, 
when they had fo juſt a Title to be preſent at the 
Action: Well, it was ſuch an affront, that if they 
had him but at home in either of their own Kit. 
chens, they would Roaff-him, and Toaft-bim, and 
Tumble him about in the * as, till they had 
made him a Greaſy Sop, fit the Devils Eating. 
Having thus vented their Paſſions, they both look d 
Bluff upon the Bar, and turn'd out of the Houſe in 
as Splenetick an Humour, as if a Sauce Pan of But» 
ter had run to Oyl, the Venzſon- Paſty been over-Bak'd, 
or the Fat fallen into the Fire.

down in the Kitchen, and take ſhare of the Super- 
fuity, and alſo over our Flaſk to take Notice of the 
divers Humours, and various Sentiments of the 
Numerous Spectators, who flack'd in and out as faſt 
to behold the Novelty, as it it had been the Corps 
of an Old Woman laid in State, that had Hang'd 
herfelf for Love of a Young Fellow of Five and' 
Twenty. Amongſt the reft in came an Old Gen- 
tleman, who look'd as Grave as a Modern Philoſpher 
in the Laboratory of an Alchymiff; and that he 
might take a more ſatistactory Survey of this Un- 
common Eatable, Which look'd as —— upon 
the Spit, as the Phing-Dragon upon St. George's Spear 
when he Reſcu'd the Damſel from the Teeth and 
Talons of the furious Monſter.

The next place that fell in its Turn within our 
Notice, was the Traytors-Gate, where the fall of the 
Moat- Waters, or the Cataracts on each ſide, made 
ſo terrible a noiſe, that it's enough to fright a Priſo- 
ner that Lodges within the hearing on't out of the 
World before his time of Execution: The Paſſage

by the Name of Julius Ceſar's Tower ; but mult needs 
be as dark within-ſide as a Country Bee-Hive, 
having but one Door, and never a Window that I 
could ſee, only a little ſlit or two, no bigger than 
the Mouth of a Chri/imas- Box, in proportion to its 
vaſt Body; made ſo very cloſe, as I conceive, to 
keep Fire and Gun-Powder at their proper diſtance; 
leſt, by an unhappy Conjun&ion of both, it ſhould 
ſend more Stones into the City, than the Shop- 
keepers Wives, notwithſtanding their preſent want, 
would know how to make good uſe ot.

 Wrangling and Squabbling about the foulneſs ot 
their Play, like ſo many Knaviſh Pettifoggers in 
the K7ngs-Bench Walks, about the unfairnefs:of their 
Practice. From thence we rambled into à remote 
part of the Town, which my Friend told me was 
as much Incognito to many Thouſands in London, 
as it was to me before ever I came into't: There 
was as many turnings and windings i and but 
dot every Street, as, I believe, could be r — 
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Fair Roſamond's Bower; and that which made me

was 2 greater ſign of a Sober Neighböurhood, than

Honour the Corps with their Perſonal Attendance. 
When the Company were met, a Performance of 
Grave Muſick, adapted to the Solemn occaſion, 
was Communicated ta the Ears of the Company 
by the Hands of the beſt Maſters in England ; 
whoſe Artful Touches on their ſoft Inſtruments, 
diffafed ſuch Harmonious Influence amongſt the

next to theſe mov'd a Concert of Hoitboys and 
Trumpets, Playing and Sounding together a Me- 
lancholy Funeral March, undoubtedly Compos'd 
upon that particular Occaſion, (after theſe the 
Undertaker with his Hat off, Dancing thro” the 
Dirt, like a Bear after a Bagpipe. I beg the Rea» 
ders Pardon for foiſting in a Jelt in ſo improper a 
Place, but as he walk d by himſelf within a Paren- 
theſis, ſo I have here plac'd him, and hope none

| ſent to, believing a Cure might be effected by leſs 
ſevere Means than the loſs of a Member, till at laſt 
his whole Leg Gangreen'd which was preſently fol- 
low'd by a Mortification, ſo that nothing remain'd 
to prevent Death, but an Amputation of the

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Member thus putrified; which he reſus d to con- 
ſent to, ſaying, He was an Old: Man and had not long 
to live by Courſe of Nature, aud therefore did not care 
to part with on at ſuch an Age, to preſerve an 
uncomfortable Liſe in the re; aud therefore choſe 
rather to ſubmit to Daath, which in à little time 
after — to the foreſight of his Surgeons and 
Phyficlans, did unhappily happen.
